Hoard, Governor of the State of Wisconsin, do

W ednesday, A pril 30th Next, 
as Arbor Day, and recommend that all public 
schools and colleges of the state observe the 
same by suitable exercises, “having for their 
object the imparting of knowledge of horticul­ 
ture, in the departm ent known as arborcnlture, 
and the adornment of schools and public 
grounds.” 
Ic testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my 
hand, and caused the great seal 
of the state {of Wisconsin to by 
G reat Seal] affixed. Done at the capitol, in 
the city of Madison, this 15th day 
of March, A. D. 1890,

There are some points connected with 
the Pan-American congress which are 
worthy of special interest to all Ameri­ 
cans. There is one thing which it bas 
done which shows that it has the trne 
apii it cf civilization abont it. It bas laid 
the foundation for a treaty by which all 
differences or disputes between Oentral 
and South America and the Uoited 
States shall be settled by arbitration. 
There is s t ll another point which re­ 
ceived muoh discussion in the congress, 
and that is the question et subsidies to 
steamship lines trading between the two 
countries. 
The 
Central 
and South 
American states are anxious to improve 
their commercial relations with 
th e 
United State?, and to this end ara will­ 
ing to do all in their power to grant each 
subsidies as will best promote reciprocity 
in commerce. 
J ast what the United 
States 
government will do, is dif­ 
ficult 
to determine. If the Oentral 
and 
South 
American 
states 
are 
willing to subsidies 
steamship lines, 
sorely the United States, the richest na­ 
tion on eaith, should meet those coun­ 
tries half way in the effort to establish a 
prosperous trade between the two coun­ 
tries. There is no nation on earth which 
has the wealth and the resources of the 
United States, and yet it has the poorest 
merchant marine Beet on the high seas 
This is a humiliation and a shame and 
always will be so while this country re­ 
fuses to match the legitimate methods 
of other countries in establishing aud 
supporting lines of steamers. It is hoped 
that the discussions on this point which 
have been going on in the P an-Ameri­ 
can congress will inspire our own con­ 
gress to do something w orthy of this 
country. 
Here is a report from Washington whioh 
shews the spit it of the oongreeB touch­ 
ing the question of reciprocity: 


W a s h in g t o n , April ll.*—The Pan- 
American congress has adopted the re­ 
port of the customs committee recom­ 
mending international reciprocity among 
American republics, each country to 
make the necessary tariff* concessions. 
The majority in favor of the report was 
very large, although not unanimous. The 
report corresponds with Mr. Blaine's 
proposed amendment to the new tariff 
bill, but whioh the committee has not 
yet accepted. This makes a good start 
toward reciprocity and will greatly facil­ 
itate negotiations with separate states. 
Mr. Blaine has really made quite an im­ 
pression in his new free trade role. 
The only apology needed for the last 
sentence in the foregoing dispatch is 
tha’t it was found in a democratic news­ 
paper. 
But Mr. Blaine is right. He be­ 
lieves in a protective tariff as firmly as 
ever he did. 
Bot what he wants is that 
the new tariff bill shall be so framed aa 
not to interfere with an agreement be­ 
tween the United States and Central and 
South Amenos, on the reciprocal ques­ 
tion. The idea Mr. Blaine bas, and it is 
sound statesmanship, is to make the 
trading 
between the two oountnes 
es free as possible, to put on the free list 
each articles as we cannot full/ supply 
ourselves, in exchange for our produc­ 
tions which the Sooth American states 
need a n i will take from as. 
This 
is 
a 
oommon 
sense 
Bystem of 
trading, 
and 
it 
was 
to 
bring 
about this kind 
cf commercial 
re­ 
ciprocity that the Pan-American congress 
was called. Mr. Blaine wants to work in 
a practical way lo enlarge our trade 
with South America, but the MaKinley 
committee seems to work on the piinoi- 
ple of hostility to anything like recipro­ 
city in commerce. 
It appears to wan 
the bartiere between this country and 
Central and South Americas so high that 
they cannot be scaled by either coun­ 
try.

TH E STORAGE OF B U M A N JAPE. 
The question of how to lengthen hu­ 
man life has been discussed by the sci­ 
entific and medical men of London very 
recently. 
There 
was 
nothing new 
brought 
out 
in 
these 
discus­ 
sions. exoept 
that the 
statement 
was 
made 
that one 
of 
the 
chief 
causes 
of early death—say 
between 25 and 40 years—is hereditary 
weakness. It is said that one-tixth cf 
the people in England and tne United 
States are unable to make a storage of 
vitality—as they store electricity in bat­ 
teries 
for 
future 
use—because 
heredity has given them frail bodies and 
weak consitutional powers. Then Jthe 
point of disoussion centered on the ques­ 
tion how shall the other five-sixths go 
to work to make a storage of human life, 
so that they oan have reasonably full as - 
suranoe 
that they will live—barring 
ruthless epidemics and nnusual calami­ 
ties, of course—to the age of seventy- 
five or ninety years. 
I t has been frequently said that if 
men and women took as mach care of 
themselves as the more [intelligent ani­ 
mals do, thai they would live ten or 
twenty years longer; and even fcthe Rev. 
George O. Haddock, who gave his life 
for the temperance cause in Iowa, once 
gave an address in Janesville in which 
he declared it his belief that it mea and 
women .would live according to the strict 
rules of temperance in all things, the 
average life would be extended 
above 
a century. To be sure this is not practical 
talk, but there is muoh in the suggestions 
of the London scientists on the storage 
of human lite, that is worth serious con­ 
sideration . 
The statement is made that fu'ly one- 
half of the deaths in Europe and Amer- 
10a are caused by the violation of some 
law of nature, such as intemperance in 
drink, in eating, in exercise, in other in- 
dulgenoies, in dress, and so on. 
Bo long 
as these intemperate habits exist, there 
is 
an 
absolute 
prohibition of the 
storage 
of 
vitality, 
whioh 
is 
life itself. 
The rule the London scien­ 
tists have prescribed for longevity, is 
each as is needed in all civilized coun­ 
tries—temperance and common sense in 
all things—and yet the world rashes on, 
even from bad to worse, so far as reck­ 
lessness of living is concerned, and the 
death rate increases, of course. 


It was a pleasant remark made by the 
Boston Globe, democratic, the other day 
on Speaker Reed, when it said:

Ch ic a g o , April 12 .—Both Illinois con­ 
ferences of the Evangelical association 
held sessions yesterday. 
Bishop Esher

church. 
An attempt was made to se­ 
cure the records of the last conference 
by legal process from Secretary Stamm, 
who is with the ministers at Shoffild 
avenue. 
Constable Mueller served a writ of 
replevin on him just after the adjourn­ 
ment for noon. 
The Rev. Mr. Stamm 
said he did not have the books, and the 
constable had to go away without them, 
although one of the delegates had them 
in the church. 
Service was accepted, 
and Secretary Stamm will appear before 
Justice Wheeler on April 22. 
The Sheffield avenue conference was 
called to order by the Rev. D. B. Boyers, 
who presided. 
After the usual devo­ 
tional 
exercises 
considerable routine 
work was done. 
A resolution was then 
adopted deploring the action of the 
“ bolters” who followed Bishop Esher 
and declaring the offices in the con­ 
ference held by any of those brethern to 
be vacant; also that the bolters should 
still be considered members of the con­ 
ference and amenable to it, and that 
those of their number who have been in 
the active itineracy should be placed on 
the list as they have been before, but 
not given appointments unless they ap­ 
ply for them at the proper time. 
The other conference, over which 
Bishop Esher presides, devotes most of 
its time to business and will get reports 
and elect officers as if there were no 
other conference in existence. 
In the 
afternoon a committee was sent to the 
Sheffield avenue meeting with a request 
that the records of the conference be 
given to them. 
Tho committee re­ 
turned and reported that the communi­ 
cation had been referred to a committee. 
Bishop Esher announced that he had 
received word that at the Iowa confer­ 
ence yesterday the presiding elder at 
the trial of Bishop Bowman confessed 
that ho had done wrong in deposing him. 
It was decided to hold tho next con­ 
ference at tho church corner West t2th 
and Union street, begining the second 
Thursday in April 189’. 
Tho Rev. 
S. 
L. Umbaeh of tho Canada conference 
was received as a member. 
The Rev. 
J. Wellner was elected statistical secre­ 
tary and the Rev. S. Schwartz financial 
secretary. 
The Rev. 
C. Schrnucker 
was chosen trustee for three years of 
the Northwestern 
college.

Vetter was granted a license to preach 
on probation. 


Co l u m b u s, S. C., April 12.—Three 
black criminals suffered on the gallows 
for their crimes in this State Friday. 
Most notable of the three was Willie 
Leapliart, who committed an assault 
upon Miss Rosa Cannon, a pretty 16- 
year-old white girl. 
One Sunday night 
as Miss Cannon and her little brother 
were sitting alone in their little parlor 
at Lexington, tho others of the family 
having gone to church Leaphart sud­ 
denly entered through a window and de­ 
manded something to eat, saying if Miss 
Cannoli did not give it to him he would 
blow lier brains out. 
The little boy ran 
for assistance, and while he w as gone 
the assault was committed. 
Leaphart was captured half an hour 
later. 
He was saved from lynching by 
the determined attitude of tho sheriff, 
who guarded him day and night with 
an armed posse. 
A petition for his pardon was sent to 
the Governor, but the citizens of Lex­ 
ington notified the executive that If 
pardoned Leaphart would certainly be 
lynched. 
The Governor refused to in­ 
terfere with the sentence of tho court. 
At Mount Pleasant Charles Simmons 
was hanged for the murder of Otto 
Fischang. 
Simmons acknowledged his 
guilt. He had planned to rob Fischang's 
store, but was detected by Fischang, 
whom he murdered in the hope of escap­ 
ing arrest for attempted robbery. 
Bob Shelton was hanged at Bennetts­ 
ville. 
He was convicted of the murder 
of a man who had accused him of being 
a barn-burner.

W a s h in g t o n , April 12.— T h e interest 
in tho Hiitterworth bill eon ti lines, as 
shown by tho representatives of Hie 
boards of trade and others who attend 
the meetings of the committee on agri­ 
culture while the subject is under con­ 
sideration. 
At the last meeting Murry 
Nelson, our of the drainage commis­ 
sioners of Cook county. Illinois, was the 
first speaker representing the Chicago 
board of trade. 
Mr. Nelson said the Chicago hoard of 
trade and all exchanges in {lie country 
were in sympathy with Hie objects of 
the bill as expressed in tho first section 
—to abolish trading privileges (“puts 
and calls” ) and bucket-shop dealings. 
Hut to en fo rce the provisions against 
trades made for future delivery of the 
goods would be to force out of business 
small dealers and concentrate the trade 
in the hands of large capitalists who 
could afford and wore able to purchase, 
crops and hold them for a rise. 
Those small dealers act largely as 
agents for the farmer and buyer both. 
T o stop sales for future delivery, 
Mr. 
Nelson said, would be to Interrupt aud 
disarrange tho entire financial system of 
the country. 
The bankers 
of Hie 
country move its crops and depend upon 
tho transactions of small dealers in 
country towns for the basis of their 
ransaetions. 
He proceeded to explain . 
in detail tho operation by which tho 
i 
grain reached tho market from tho pro­ 
ducer, in which operation the farmer, 
the local agent. Hie broker In the money 
center, and tho banker were all engaged. 
Mr. Nelson repeated that the result of 
the bill would be to crush out the small 
dealers and 
place the farmer at tho 
mercy of the large capitalists, who can 
buy cash grain, but they will buy at 
such a price that they can hold it until 
Gabriel blows his horn without sustain­ 
ing loss. 
In answer to a question by 
Mr. Allen of Michigan. Mr. Nelson said 
that local banks could 
not supply and 
could not get sufficient money to move 
the crops of the country, nor could the 
local dealer or agent. 
It must bo sup­ 
plied from the money centers. 
Referring to the taxing section. Mr. 
Nelson asked why, if the committee be­ 
lieved tho business to be honest, a 
license was required. 
Certainly not for 
the revenue to be derived. 
If the busi­ 
ness is to bo made a -penal . flense why 
not say so in the first instance and de­ 
clare it unlawful in so many words?

can 
R epu blics. 


W a s h i n g t o n , April 12.—Information 
has been received here by the delegates 
to the international American confer­ 
ence, that the union of the Central 
American republics is now complete, 
with the exception of Nicaragua, which 
is expected to ratify the art,ices of union 
at tile next meeting of the Congress. 
This union is only provisional, having 
in view, within the next ten years, the 
adoption of a federal constitution similar 
to that of tin* United States, should such 
be the popular will. 
In the meantime 
the confederation will act as practically 
one government in its nubile affairs, 
through a chief executive, a cabinet of 
five members, and 
a diet composed of 
three representatives from each of tile 
five republics. 
Tim latter, like our own 
State,*, will retain their independent 
stat,ut<‘s as to 
the 
supervision 
and 
regulation of their own domestic affairs. 
The name of the union is to he the 
Republic of Central America, and its 
object is the promotion of l etter com 
mcrcial and industrial relations, the 
adoption of an organized system of na­ 
tional defense, measures for tho settle­ 
ment of difficulties between the States 
by arbitration, and, in short, Hu* gradu;* 
political unification of the five republics 
under one sovereign flag. 
The new republic is to be inaugurated 
at the capital of Honduras on the 15th 
of September next, the representatives 
of the several States having previously 
arranged for the selection of tho first 
President. 
The selection of a cabinet 
will soon follow, and the wheels of tho 
new government bo set in motion with 
tile good wishes of all lovers of civil lib­ 
erty and republican Institutions.

that expression ? It is meant by humors 
water tank. 
snob constitutional diseases as scrofula, 
salt rheum, boils and other eruptions 
that ate commonly thought to be doe to 
impure blood.

Of what are 
alteratives composed? 
There ara two 
classes of alteratives—vegetable and min­ 
eral. The mineral alterative ought only 
to be used with the utmost caution, as 
they are active poisons, like mercury, 
gold and arsenic. Vegetable alteratives 
are entirely eefe, but it requires mote 
skill aud expense to properly prepare 
them for use than it does mistral alter­ 
atives. What are laxatives? They are 
oomponoded of vegttables that produce 
auttaral movement of the bowels, but 
do not physis or weaken. Man-a-lin ie 
such a laxative. 
Then, with the tonic 
Ue-ru na. the laxative Man-a-lm and the 
alterative La-ou-pi-a, one would be pre­ 
pared to meet every variety of the blood 
disoiders of spring, do you mean to say ? 
Exactly; and this oan not be done suc­ 
cessfully with less than three di9tioot 
remedies, and that Pe-ru-ne, Man-a-lm 
and La-cu-pi a are those three remedies 
no one whh knows them will attempt to 
deny.
